In early January Chinese Communist authorities announced that the mouth of 
Yangtze River at Woosung would be closed to all shioning between 8 a.m. and 
5 pom. from VU to 17 January. 


2 On 9 January 30 wooden boats® loaded with Chinese Commnist troops sailed 
down the Yangtze from Wanhsien (108-24, 30-49), ** 


3- On 10 January 41 wooden boats loaded with army horses sailed down the 
Yangtze from Chungling. 


4, On 12 January 281 troops were shivped to Eankow from Chungiing. 

5. On 13 January 10 wooden boate loaded with troovs sailed down the Yangtze 
from Wanhsien and 43 wooden boats, 11 carrying troops and 32 carrying horses, 
sailed down the Yangtze from Chungicing. 


6. On 14 and 15 Jamary a total of 1,800 troops left Chungking for Ich'ang 
(111-17, 30-42).
